The  Clerk  read  a  communication  in  reference  to  the  Fifth  New  York 
State  Conference  on  Taxation,  to  be  held  in  Albany  on  January  19,  20  and 
21,  1915. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ford,  the  privilege  of  the  fioor  was  granted  to  Frank 
H,  Osborn  of  Catskill. 
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Mr,  Osborn  stated  briefly  his  views  in  regard  to  the  taxation  of  the 
property  of  the  City  of  New  Yorli,  including  reservoirs,  pipe  lines,  etc., 
which  are  soon  to  be  constructed  in  this  county;  also  stated  what  he  had 
done  at  previous  meetings  in  which  he  had  acted  for  the  County  of  Greene. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ford,  Resolved,  That  Osborn,  J31oodgood  &  Wilbur  be 
and  hereby  are  retained  and  authorized  to  represent  this  County  at  the 
Conference  on  Taxation  to  be  held  at  Albany  this  month,  and  any  adjourned 
session  of  the  conference;  and  to  also  represent  the  County  this  year  before 
the  State  Legislature  and  Governor  in  all  matters  relating  to  proposed  legis- 
lation changing  the  Tax  Laws  affecting  this  County,  or  proposed  legisla- 
tion affecting  the  rights  or  interests  of  any  of  the  Towns  of  the  County  in 
connection  with  the  New  York  City  Water  Supply. 

Ayes  and  noes  called — ayes  12,  noes  0. 

Mr.  Smith  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 
Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  Committee  on  Expenditures  and  Appropri- 
ations, through  an  oversight,  did  not  include  in  their  report  at  the  annual 
session  of  1914  the  item  of  Supervisors'  Janitor's  salary;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  County  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  pay 
to  William  H.  Castle,  Supervisors'  Janitor,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars, 
out  of  moneys  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

The  Clerk  read  the  bill  of  Elliott-Fisher  Company,  dated  Dec.  31,  1914, 
for  a  Typewriting  Machine  used  in  the  County  Clerk's  office,  amounting  to 
$279.80,  from  which  a  discount  of  $27.80  will  be  allowed  if  paid  within 
thirty  days. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ford,  Resolred,  That  the  County  Treasurer  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  to  pay  the  above  bill  out  of  moneys  not  otherwise 
appropriated  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  said  bill.

TUESDAY,  JANUARY  19th. 

The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  of  yesterday;  roll  called, 
showing  a  quorum  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  approved. 

A  communication  from  Robert  D.  Macpherson  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  was 
read,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Jones  it  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  SeiXferth  offered  the  following  resolution,  approving  plans,  speci- 
fications, etc.,  for  the  construction  of  the  Hunter-Tannersville  County  High- 
way, 4.43  miles  in  the  Town  of  Hunter,  of  which  1.15  miles  is  in  the  Village 
of  Hunter: 

RESOLUTION  approving  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  for 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a  County  Highway  in  the  Town  of 
Hunter,  County  of  Greene,  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County 
of  Greene  on  the  19th  day  of  January,  1915,  pursuant  to  Section  128  of  the 
Highway  Law  (Chapter  330,  I^ws  of  1908),  a  quorum  being  present  and 
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eleven  supervisors  voting  in  favor  of  such  resolution  and  no  supervisors 
voting  against  the  same. 

1.  Whereas,  At  a  meeting  of  this  Board  held  on  the  17th  day  of 
December,  1912,  a  resolution  was  adopted  pursuant  to  Section  123  of  the 
Highway  Law,  requesting  the  construction  or  improvement  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  Six  of  said  law  of  that  portion  of  a  highway 
described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Easterly  bounds  of  the  Village  of  Hunter, 
and  running  to  the  Westerly  bounds  of  the  Village  of  Tannersville,  a  dis- 
tance of  four  miles,  all  in  the  Town  of  Hunter. 

Beginning  at  the  Westerly  corporation  line  of  the  Village  of  Hunter 
in  the  Town  of  Hunter,  Greene  County,  N.  Y.,  on  the  Main  Street  of  said 
Village  at  the  Easterly  end  or  termination  of  the  Hunter-Prattsville  County 
Highway,  and  running  thence  Easterly  along  said  Main  Street  through  the 
Village  of  Hunter  to  the  Easterly  corporation  line  of  said  Village,  having 
a  total  length  of  one  mile  more  or  less,  all  in  the  Village  of  Hunter,  N.  Y., 
the  same  to  be  a  part  of  the  Hunter-Tannersville  County  Highway  which 
was  listed  in  the  order  of  construction  established  by  this  Board. 

2.  Whereas,  The  State  Commission  of  Highways  has  examined  the 
highway  above  described  and  has  determined  that  it  is  of  sufficient  public 
Importance  for  construction  or  improvement  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  Six  of  the  Highway  Law,  and  has  certified  its  approval  of 
the  said  resolution;  and 

3.  Whereas,  Said  Commission  has  caused  a  section  of  said  highway, 
which  section  is  described  as  follows: 

"From  the  East  end  of  County  Highway  No.  997,  >at  the  West  corpora- 
tion line  of  the  Village  of  Hunter,  Southeasterly  on  Main  Street  to  the  East 
corporation  line,  Southeasterly,  Easterly  to  the  West  corporation  line  of 
the  Village  of  Tannersville,  a  length  of  4.43  miles  in  the  Town  of  Hunter, 
of  which  .1.15  miles  is  in  the  Village  of  Hunter,  Greene  County,  and  known 
as  the  Hunter-Tannersville  County  Highway,"  to  be  surveyed  and  mapped, 
and  has  caused  maps,  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  to  be  made 
for  such  construction  or  improvement,  and  after  examination  thereof  by  the 
district  or  county  superintendent  has  transmitted  the  same  to  this  Board 
showing  the  total  estimated  cost  of  the  work  to  be  $09,000.00,  of  which  the 
state  and  county  pay  the  following  proportions: 

The  State  pays  74%  $51,060  00 

The  County  of  Greene  pays  26%   17,940  00 

4.  Jicsolved,  That  this  Board  request  that  the  highway  above  described 
in  Paragraph  One  be  constructed  or  improved  as  a  County  Highway  in  that 
portion  thereof  described  in  Paragraph  Three,  in  accordance  with  maps, 
plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  prepared  therefor  by  the  State 
Commission  of  Highways  under  the  provisions  of  Article  Six  of  the  Highway 
Law;  that  said  work  be  performed  under  the  charge,  care  and  superintend- 
ence of  the  State  Commission  of  Highways,  and  that  said  maps,  plans,  speci- 
fications and  estimates  of  cost  prepared  for  said  work,  under  the  direction 
of  said  Commission  as  provided  in  Section  125  of  the  Highway  Law,  are 
hereby  duly  approved  and  adopted  by  this  Board. 

5.  Resolved^  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  made  immediately 
available  the  sum  of  Seventeen  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Forty  Dollars, 
being  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  share  of  the  cost  of  the  construction

or  improvement  of  such  County  Highway  which  is  to  be  borne  by  the  said 
county,  as  determined  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  141  of 
the  Highway  Law.  And  the  County  Treasurer  of  said  county  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  pay  such  proportion  of  the  amount  so  ap- 
propriated as  may  be  required  to  pay  said  share,  upon  the  requisition  or 
draft  of  the  State  Commission  of  Highways;  and  if  there  are  not  sufficient 
funds  in  the  County  Treasury  with  which  to  pay  such  requisition  or  draft, 
the  County  Treasurer  of  said  county  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered as  provided  by  Section  142  of  the  Highway  Law  to  borrow  all  or 
part  of  said  sum  on  the  obligation  of  the  said  county  issued  by  him  for,  on 
behalf  of  and  in  the  name  of  the  said  county  and  acting  for  and  on  behalf 
of  said  county. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  Resolved,  That  as  many  of  the  members  Of  this 
Board  as  can  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Fifth  New  York  State  Conference 
on  Taxation  to  be  held  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  January  21,  191.5.

share  of  the  estimated  cost  thereof;  and 

Whereas,  A  communication  has  been  received  from  the  State  Com- 
mission of  Highways  notifying  this  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  road  has 
been  revised  in  width  and  type  of  construction  on  grades  of  over  five  per 
cent,  without  an  additional  appropriation. 

Resolved,  That  the  original  maps,  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  .of 
cost  as  revised  to  conform  with  the  above  described  modification  be  and  are 
hereby  approved;  and  the  resolutions  heretofore  adopted  by  this  Board  in 
regard  to  said  Road  No.  1242  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  said  revised 
maps,  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost.

The  undersigned  Committee  appointed  by  a  Resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  Greene  County  passed  June  16,  1914,  to  purchase  and 
acquire  lands  for  the  right  of  way  and  construction  of  Kaaterskill  Clove 
State  Highway  Route  5C,  Greene  County,  having  heretofore  made  an  in- 
termediate report,  hereby  further  report,  as  follows:

Resolved,  That  the  highway  beginning  at  the  West  end  of  County  High- 
way No.  796,  in  the  Hamlet  of  Greenville,  Westerly,  through  the  Hamlet  of 
West  Greenville,  Southerly,  Westerly,  Northwesterly  through  the  Hamlet 
of  Oak  Hill  to  the  Albany  County  line,  a  length  of  9.00  miles,  more  or  less, 
in  the  Towns  of  Greenville  and  Durham,  Be  Added  To  the  Approved  County 
System. 

Mr.  Baldwin  presented  the  following  Act  No.  1  and  called  for  the 
ayes  and  noes: 

ACT  NUMBER  ONE. 
An  act  authorizing  the  borrowing  of  Seventeen  Thousand  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  for  and  on  the  credit  of  the  County  of  Greene,  New  York,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  share  and  proportion  of  the  cost  of  construction  or 
improvement  of  the  Hunter-Tannersville  County  Highway  to  be  borne  by 
said  County  of  Greene,  and  the  issuing  of  bonds  for  that  purpose  for  and 
on  the  credit  and  in  the  name  of  said  County,  and  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof. 

Passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Greene  on  the  2 2d 
day  of  July,  1915,  at  a  special  session  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors  under 
authority  of  and  pursuant  to  the  Highway  Law,  the  County  Law,  the 
General  Municipal  Law,  and  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided, 
twelve  Supervisors  voting  in  favor  of  said  resolution  and  no  Supervisors 
voting  against  the  same,  two  absent;  the  members  voting  in  favor  of  said 
Act  being  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors 
elected  in  said  County  of  Greene. 

Whereas,  At  a  regular  session  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
County  of  Greene,  held  on  the  20th  day  of  December,  1906,  a  resolution 
was  adopted  pursuant  to  Sec.  123  of  the  Highway  Law,  requesting  the  con- 
struction or  improvement,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  Six 
of  said  Law,  of  that  portion  of  a  highway  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Easterly  bounds  of  the  Village  of  Hunter 
and  running  to  the  Westerly  bounds  of  the  Village  of  Tannersville,  a  dis- 
tance of  four  miles,  all  in  the  Town  of  Hunter;  and 

Whereas,  At  a .  regular  session  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said 
County  of  Greene,  held  on  the  17th  day  of  December,  1912,  a  resolution  wasJ 
adopted  pursuant  to  Sec.  123  of  the  Highway  Law,  requesting  the  construc- 
tion or  improvement,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  Six  of 
said  Law,  of  that  portion  of  a  highway  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  Westerly  corporation  line  of  the  Village  of  Hunter, 
in  the  Town  of  Hunter,  Greene  County,  New  York,  on  the  Main  Street  of 
said  Village,  at  the  Easterly  end  or  termination  of  the  Hunter-Prattsville 
County  Highway,  and  running  thence  Easterly  along  said  Main  Street 
through  the  Village  of  Hunter  to  the  Easterly  corporation  line  of  said 
Village,  having  a  total  length  of  one  mile,  more  or  less,  all  in  the  Village  of 
Hunter,  New  York,  the  same  to  be  a  part  of  the  Hunter-Tannersville  County 
Highway;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  Commission  of  Highways  has  examined  the  high- 
way above  described,  and  has  determined  that  it  is  of  sufficient  public  im- 
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portance  for  construction  or  improvement,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Article  Six  of  the  Highway  Law,  and  has  certified  its  approval  of  the  said 
resolution ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Commission  has  caused  a  section  of  said  highway, 
which  section  is  described  as  follows:  "From  the  East  end  of  County 
Highway  No.  997,  at  the  West  corporation  line  of  the  Village  of  Hunter, 
Southeasterly  on  Main  Street  to  the  East  corporation  line,  Southeasterly, 
Easterly  to  the  West  corporation  line  of  the  Village  of  Tannersville,  a 
length  of  4.43  miles  in  the  Town  of  Hunter,  of  which  1.15  miles  is  in  the 
Village  of  Hunter,  Greene  County,  and  known  as  the  Hunter-Tannersville 
County  Highway,"  to  be  surveyed  and  mapped,  and  has  caused  maps,  plans, 
specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  to  be  made  for  such  construction  or  im- 
provement, and  after  examination  thereof  by  the  District  or  County  Superin- 
tendent, has  transmitted  the  same  to  this  Board,  showing  the  total  cost  of 
the  work  to  be  $69,000,  of  which  the  State  and  County  pay  the  following 
proportions:  the  State  pays  74%  or  $51,0G0,  the  County  of  Greene  pays 
26%  or  $17,940;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Greene,  at  a 
special  session  held  on  the  19th  day  of  January,  1915,  adopted  a  resolution 
requesting  that  the  said  Hunter-Tannersville  Counfy  Highway  above  de- 
scribed, be  constructed  and  improved  as  a  County  Highway,  in  accordance 
with  the  maps,  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost,  prepared  there- 
for by  the  State  Commission  of  Highways  under  the  provisions  of  Article 
Six  of  the  Highway  Law;  and  further  requesting  that  said  work  be  per- 
formed under  the  charge,  care  and  superintendence  of  the  State  Commission 
of  Highways;  and  the  said  maps,  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost 
prepared  for  said  work  under  the  direction  of  said  Commission,  as  provided 
in  Sec.  123  of  the  Highway  Law,  having  been  by  said  resolution  duly  ap- 
proved and  adopted  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Board  appropriated  and  made  immediately  available  the 
sum  of  Seventeen  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Forty  Dollars  ($17,940), 
being  an  amount  sufiicient  to  pay  the  share  of  the  cost  of  construction  or 
improvement  of  said  Hunter-Tannersville  County  Highway  which  is  to  be 
borne  by  the  said  County  of  Greene,  as  determined  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Sec.  141  of  the  Highway  Law;  and 

Whereas,  After  the  adoption  of  said  resolution  by  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  County  of  Greene,  the  State  Commission  of  Highways  revised 
the  original  maps,  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  said 
Hunter-Tannersville  County  Highway  as  to  width  and  type  of  construction 
on  grades  of  over  five  per  cent,  without  increasing  the  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  construction  of  said  Highway;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Board  of  Supervisors  at  a  special  session  of  said  Board 
held  on  the  21st  day  of  April,  1915,  duly  adopted  a  resolution  approving 
said  maps,  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  as  revised,  so  as  to 
conform  with  said  modifications  making  said  resolutions  theretofore  adopted 
by  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  in  relation  to  said  Hunter-Tannersville 
County  Highway  applicable  to  said  revised  maps,  plans,  specifications  and 
estimates  of  cost;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  fundl.d  debt  standing  against  the  County  of 
Greene,  and  no  indebtedness  of  the  County  for  which  bonds  or  obligations 
for  said  County  have  been  issued  under  any  previous  authority  of  the  Board 
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of  Supervisors  of  Groone  County,  excepting  Greene  County  New  County 
Court  House  and  Jail  bonds  in  ajiiount  $128,000,  issued  August  1,  1908,  and 
Greene  County  bonds  issued  February  1,  1901,  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Susquehannah  Turnpike  Road,  of  which  there  is  now  outstanding  $7,000, 
payable  by  the  To\vn  of  Catskill  only,  and  Greene  County  New  County  Court 
House  and  Jail  bonds  in  amount  $30,000,  issued  February  1,  1910,  and 
$21,500  of  bonds  issued  February  1,  1911,  for  the  payment  of  the  share  and 
proportion  of  the  C-oiinty  of  Greene  for  the  cost  of  the  construction  or  im- 
provement of  the  Lexington-Prattsville  County  Highway,  and  $13,500  of 
bonds  issued  February  1.  1911,  for  the  payment  of  the  share  and  proportion 
of  the  County  of  Greene  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  or  improvement  of 
the  South  Cairo-Cairo  County  Highway,  and  $10,000  of  bonds  issued  Febru- 
ary 1,  1911,  pursuant  to  Sec.  8  of  the  General  Municipal  Law,  for  the  bor- 
rowing of  money  for  the  payment  of  ten  Greene  County  New  ('ounty  Court 
House  and  Jail  bonds  of  .$1,000  each,  issued  August  1,  1908.  due  P'ebruary 
1,  1911,  and  $10,000  of  bonds  issued  February  1,  1911,  for  the  borrowing 
of  money  to  pa>  for  v.ork  and  material  furnished  in  laying  of  a  concrete 
walk  and  in  completing  the  grounds  about  the  New  Count.y  Court  House 
and  Jail,  and  $5,000  of  bonds  issued  February  1,  1911,  for  the  borrowing  of 
money  to  pay  for  the  rights  of  way  and  the  expenses  of  acquiring  the  same, 
pursuant  to  Article  Six  of  the  Highway  Law,  for  and  in  the  construction  of 
the  Saugerties-Catskill  State  Highway  (Route  No.  3,  Sec.  No.  2),  and  the 
Hunter-Windham  County  Highway;  and  $25,500  of  bonds  authorized  to 
be  issued  by  this  Board  by  Act  No.  1,  passed  September  3,  1912,  for  the 
payment  of  the  share  and  proportion  of  the  County  of  Greene  of  the  cost  of 
the  constructioii  or  improvement  of  the  Hunter-Windham  County  Highway, 
and  $27,000  of  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  Board  by  Act  No.  2, 
passed  September  3,  1912,  lor  the  payment  of  the  share  and  proportion  of 
the  County  of  Greene  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  or  improvement  of  the 
Hunter-Jewett  Center  County  Highway;  and  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
real  estate  of  Greene  County,  as  it  appears  by  the  last  assessment  roll  of 
said  Greene  County,  is  $12,483,517.00;  and 

Whereas,  The  amount  of  the  appropriations  aforesaid,  for  which  county 
obligations  are  proposed  to  be  issued,  with  the  amounts  of  obligations  au- 
thorized to  be  issued,  and  obligations  issued  and  outstanding  under  any 
previous  or  other  authority  of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  does  not  exceed 
ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate  of  said  County  of 
Greene,  as  it  appears  by  the  last  assessment  roll  of  said  County  of  Greene; 
and 

Whereas.  There  are  not  sufficient  funds  in  the  County  Treasury  to  pay 
the  share  of  the  cost  of  construction  or  improvement  of  said  Hunter-Tanners- 
ville  County  Highway,  Avhich  is  to  be  borne  by  said  County,  and  appropriated 
and  made  immediately  available  by  the  resolution  providing  for  such  con- 
struction and  improvement  adopted  January  19,  1915,  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  Greene  County  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  County  of  Greene  borrow  on  the  credit  of  said  County 
the  sum  of  Seventeen  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($17,500),  and  that 
coupon  bonds  of  the  County  of  Greene,  New  York,  be  issued  therefor,  and 
sold  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  be  used  to 
pay  the  share  and  proportion  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  Hunter- 
Tahnersville  County  Highway  to  be  borne  by  said  County  of  Greene.

Sec.  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  of  the  following  denominations,  and  shall 
be  dated  September  1,  1915,  and  payable  as  follows: 

3  Bonds  of  $1,000.00  each,  payable  March  1st,  1939; 
10  bonds  of  $1,000.00  each,  payable  March  1st,  1940; 

4  bonds  of  $1,000.00  each,  payable  March  1st,  1941; 
1  bond  of  $500.00,  payable  March  1st,  1941. 

Sec.  3.  Each  of  said  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Treas- 
Tirer  of  the  County  of  Greene,  New  York,  and  each  shall  bear  interest  from 
its  date  at  the  rate  of  Tour  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  on 
the  1st  day  of  September  and  the  1st  day  of  March  in  each  year,  until  the 
principal  sum  of  said  bonds  shall  be  due  and  payable.  Said  interest  shall 
be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  County  Treasurer  of  Greene  County,  New  York, 
on  the  presentation  and  surrender  of  the  respective  coupons  which  shall  be 
attached  to  said  bonds,  and  which  said  coupons  shall  severally  be  signed  by 
the  County  Treasurer  of  said  County  of  Greene,  New  York.

tion or  improvement  of  the  Hunter-Tannersville  County  Highway  to  be  borne 
by  the  said  County  of  Greene,  and  the  issuing  of  bonds  for  that  purpose  for 
and  on  the  credit  and  in  the  name  of  said  County,  and  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  passed  by  said  Board  on  July  22,  1915,  be  published  in  The

Dear  Sirs — I  am  informed  that  in  the  building  of  the  new  State  Road 
through  the  Village  of  Hunter  the  workmen  are  about  to  uncover  water 
mains  of  the  Commonwealth  Water  Company  in  several  cases,  especially 
where  culverts  are  being  constructed  across  the  Highway.  These  culverts 
are  about  two  feet  wide  and  three  feet  deep,  leaving  the  mains  at  these 
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points  with  a  very  scanty  covering,  and  thus  exposing  them  to  the  frost  in 
Winter.  The  frost  in  this  section  at  times  reaches,  as  you  know,  a  depth 
of  from  four  to  five  feet. 

I  wrote  to  the  Highways  Commission  calling  their  attention  to  this 
situation,  and  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  in  which  he  states 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  the  responsibility  rests  upon 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  where  such  highway  is  located;  and 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  County  to  bear  the  expense  of  lowering  the  pipes 
or  changing  them  so  that  the  improvement  may  be  carried  through  to  com- 
pletion without  interfering  with  the  privilege  or  franchise  which  has  been 
granted  to  the  Water  Company. 

I  beg  to  ask  what  steps,  if  any,  have  been  taken  by  your  Board  to  avoid 
this  very  substantial  damage  which  is  threatened  to  the  Water  Company's 
property?

Class  I  show  practically  no  defects. 
Class  II  show  few  or  less  important  defects.

Reports  placed  in  Class  I  are  sent  for  your  information. 
Those  placed  in  Class  II  are  sent  in  the  belief  that  the  indication  of 
any  defect  should  cause  prompt  remedial  action. 

Reports  placed  in  Class  III  indicate  many  or  more  serious  defects,  and  are 
transmitted  to  Boards  of  Supervisors  and  Superintendents  of  the  Poor  that 
they  may  comply  with  Section  118  of  the  Poor  Law,  and  take  immediate 
action  "with  a  view  to  proper  remedies  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities." 

The  State  Board  of  Charities  has  considered  this  report  and  placed  it  in 
Class  11  as  to  Plant  and  Class  I  as  to  Administration. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  needs  of  the  institution  as  shown  by  the 
report.  These  should  have  immediate  attention — and  this  Board  be  prompt- 
ly informed  of  the  action  taken  thereon.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTION  OF  GREENE  COUNTY  ALMSHOUSE 

Made  by  Inspector  M.  W.  Anderson,  May  3,  4^  1915. 
Superintendent  of  the  Poor,  Ira  T.  Tolley,  began  service  Jan.  1,  1907. 
Postoffice  Address  and  Railroad  Station,  Cairo,  New  York. 
Capacity,  for  men,  50;   for  women,  40;   total,  90. 
Estimated  value  of  ljuildings  and  land,  $30,500. 

LOCATION. 

The  Greene  County  Almshouse  is  pleasantly  located  about  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  distant  from  the  Cairo  Station.  The  approach  is  through  a  drive- 
way bordered  by  white  birches,  and  the  grounds  about  the  institution  are 
laid  out  in  well-kept  lawns  and  flower-beds. 

THE  BUILDINGS. 

The  main  building  is  of  brick  with  gray  stone  foundations,  and  is  two 
stories  in  height  with  a  third  story  of  frame  construction  in  the  center. 
The  right  wing  contains  the  dormitories  of  the  women,  and  the  left  wing 
those  of  the  men.  The  administration  offices  and  the  residence  of  the 
superintendent  and  his  family  occupy  the  front  of  the  central  portion,  while 
the  rear  contains  the  service  division. 

Behind  the  main  building  is  a  two-story  frame  dormitory  for  men  with 
a  smoking  room  on  the  first  floor.  Beyond  this  are  the  various  farm  build- 
ings, which  include  a  smoke-house,  corn-house,  hog-pen,  hay-barn  and  cow- 
stable,  hen-house,  wood-house,  horse-barn  and  carriage-house. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Improvements  to  the  plant  and  equipment  since  the  last  inspection 
include: 

1 —  The  installation  of  new  steel  ceilings  and  side  walls  in  the  corridors 
of  the  main  building  in  both  the  men's  and  women's  sections  and  in  three 
of  the  largest  dormitories. 

2 —  Repainting  the  exterior  of  the  men's  buildings,  and  the  roofs  of 
the  buildings  for  inmates,  the  horse-barn  and  the  carriage-house. 

3 —  Repainting  interior  of  the  men's  building  and  of  woodwork  in  halls 
and  dormitories  of  the  main  building. 

4 —  Constructi«n  of  a  new  fence  around  the  women's  yard. 

5 —  Repairing  of  heating  plant. 

FIRE  PROTECTION. 
The  main  building  is  of  fire-resisting  material.  There  are  interior 
wooden  stairways  in  the  center  and  in  each  wing  of  the  main  building  and 
on  opposite  sides  of  the  men's  building,  which  is  of  frame  construction. 
There  are  no  exterior  iron  fire-escapes.  Each  floor  of  the  main  building  is 
equipped  with  standpipe  and  hose.  The  partition  which  separates  the 
men's  section  from  that  of  the  women  is  covered  on  both  sides  with  sheet 
iron.  Twelve  dry-powder  extinguishers  and  twelve  liquid-chemical  ex- 
tinguishers are  distributed  throughout  the  interior  of  the  buildings.  The 
latter  has  not  been  recharged  during  the  past  year.  Exterior  protection  is 
afforded  to  the  buildings  by  three  double  hydrants  on  the  grounds  and  a 
mounted  reel  of  hose  kept  in  the  barn.  The  water  supply  is  from  Cairo  and 
the  pressure  is  said  to  be  good. 
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WORKING  EQUIPMENT. 

The  main  building  is  heated  by  steam  and  the  men's  building  hy  stoves. 
Sewage  passes  into  a  stream  below  and  at  some  distance  from  the  buildings 
occupied  by  inmates.  Lighting  throughout  is  by  electricity.  Spring  water 
is  supplied  to  the  barns  and  is  used  for  cooking  and  drinking  purposes. 
Otherwise  the  water  supply,  as  previously  noted,  is  from  the  village  of  Cairo. 
The  laundry  plant  is  in  the  basement  of  the  main  building  directly  under 
the  service  division.  The  floor  is  of  concrete  and  the  equipment  includes 
rotary  washers,  stationary  tubs  and  hand  wringers.  A  powerful  extractor 
and  a  mangle  are  needed. 

HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION. 

The  buildings  were  clean  and  in  order  throughout,  and  a  homelike 
atmosphere  pervades  the  dormitories  and  sitting  rooms.  Dormitories  are 
well  lighted  and  ventilated  and  were  not  overcrowded. 

Spring  beds  with  pads  or  mattresses  are  supplied  for  all  inmates.  The 
beds  were  well  made  and  comfortable  and  were  free  from  vermin.  Bed 
linen  is  changed  weekly.  Toilet  and  bathing  facilities  are  adequate  and 
the  toilet  rooms  were  clean  and  odorless.  The  bath-tubs  are  old  but  have 
recently  been  re-enameled,  and  the  plumbing  is  in  good  condition.  The 
weekly  bathing  of  all  inmates  is  required.  For  weekly  baths  separate 
towels  are  supplied,  but  for  daily  use  in  the  lavatories  roller  towels  are 
furnished.    For  hygienic  reasons  the  use  of  individual  towels  is  recommended. 

New  floors  have  recently  been  laid  in  several  of  the  dormitories  and 
bedrooms,  but  they  are  still  needed  in  the  two  end  rooms  of  the  women's 
section  and  in  the  women's  toilet  room.  Floors  are  swept  daily  and  are 
scrubbed  and  oiled  each  week.  The  dormitories,  corri^dors  and  service 
division  are  completely  screened. 

CARE  OF  THE  SICK. 
Sick  women  are  cared  for  in  their  own  rooms,  and  a  three-bed  infirmaiy 
is  provided  in  the  men's  division.  Inmates  suffering  with  tuberculosis  are 
transferred  to  the  Albany  Hospital  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium,  and  other 
cases  of  serioUs  illness  are  removed  to  one  of  the  Albany  hospitals  for  treat- 
ment. The  visiting  physician  is  Dr.  E.  H.  Huntington,  who  resides  at 
Cairo,  a  quarter  of  a  mile  distant,  and  visits  the  almshouse  on  an  average  of 
twice  a  week  and  is  also  present  on  summons.  The  only  sick  at  the  time  of 
inspection  were  three  women,  two  of  whom  are  confined  to  their  beds  with 
rheumatism  and  the  third  with  paralysis. 

THE  KITCHEN  AND  DIETARY. 

The  kitchen  is  in  charge  of  an  experienced  cook.  Separate  dining 
rooms  are  provided  for  the  men  and  women.  These  rooms  are  well  lighted 
and  ventilated  and  are  screened.  White  dishes  are  used  and  the  tables  are 
covered  with  white  oilcloth.  Your  inspector  was  present  at  supper  and 
witnessed  the  serving  of  the  meal.  There  is  no  delay  between  the  appor- 
tionment of  the  food  and  the  entrance  of  inmates. 

The  meals  served  on  the  day  of  inspection  were  as  follows: 

Breakfast — Oatmeal  and  milk,  hash,  bread  and  butter,  tea  or  coffee. 

Dinner — Potatoes,  pork  and  beans,  bread,  tea. 

Supper — Warmed  potatoes,  bread  and  milk,  tea. 

Butter  is  served  twice  a  day  in  Summer,  and  three  or  four  times  a  week 
in  Winter  or  when  the  supply  is  short.      The  dinner  menus  are  varied 
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throughout  the  week.  The  garden  lurnishes  fresh  vegetables  in  season. 
Milk  is  usually  available  in  such  quantities  that  inmates  may  have  all 
they  wish  to  drink.

THE  FARM. 

The  farm  contains  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  acres,  of  which  about 
one  hundred  acres  are  under  cultivation.  The  barns  and  buildings  are 
in  good  repair  with  the  exception  of  the  corn-crib,  which  needs  a  new  roof. 
The  livestock  includes  twelve  cows,  four  horses,  eleven  pigs,  eight  turkeys 
and  about  one  hundred  hens. 

RECORDS. 

The  State  Board  of  Charities  Record  of  Inmates  is  maintained.  The 
last  entry  is  No.  1104  and  is  dated  April  24,  1915.  Since  the  last  inspec- 
tion, Sept.  22,  1914,  there  have  been  seven  deaths,  all  of  them  males,  and 
there  have  been  no  births  during  the  period.

Dear  Sir — Subsequent  to  my  recent  inspection  of  your  county  jail  I  am 
sending  you  herewith  a  copy  of  my  report. 

The  Prison  Association  is  empowered  and  duty  bound  by  law  to  inspect 
the  correctional  institutions  in  this  state,  and  report  the  conditions  found 
in  each,  annually,  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

These  reports  constitute  an  official  document  of  the  Senate  of  the  State 
of  New  York.

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GREENE  COUNTY  JAIL,  CATSKILL,  I: 
Inspected  March  7,  1915,  by  E.  R.  Cass,  1 : 55  p,  m.  to  2:  50  p.  m. 
The  total  population  at  the  time  of  inspection  was  11,  classified  as 
follows: 

6  adult  males,  awaiting  action  of  the  Grand  Jury. 
5  adult  males,  serving  sentence.

The  sheriff  of  the  county  is  Elmore  Mackey.     He  is  assisted  in  the  jail  t 
by  F.  Mackey.    The  sheriff  receives  $2.80  per  capita  per  week  for  the  board 
of  prisoners. 

The  jail  is  a  modern  three-story-and-basement  sandstone  structure. 
It  is  lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  by  steam. 

There  is  a  modern  type  of  cell-block  on  each  floor.  Access  to  each  floor 
is  had  by  a  wooden  stairway  located  in  the  corridor  separating  the  jail 
from  the  sheriff's  residence.  With  the  exception  of  the  utility  corridor  on 
the  first  and  second  floors,  highly  satisfactory  condition  of  cleanliness  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  jail.  In  each  of  the  utility  corridors  mentioned  there 
was  an  accumulation  of  paper  and  sweepings.  Placing  paper  and  sweep- 
ings at  the  ends  of  the  utility  corridors  should  of  course  not  be  allowed. 

The  wash-basin  faucets  do  not  work  properly,  perhaps  because  the 
seats  of  the  valves  are  worn.  Water  pressure  for  the  upper  floors  of  the 
jail  is  inadequate. 

The  kitchen,  which  is  the  sheriff's  own  private  one,  was  very  clean. 
The  agateware  dishes  used  to  serve  food  to  the  prisoners  are  badly  chipped. 

In  the  basement  is  the  tramp  room,  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  which 
was  satisfactory.  There  were  no  tramps  on  the  night  of  March  6th.  On 
March  5th  there  were  5.  During  the  year  of  1914  there  were  300  night 
lodgers.  The  sheriff  is  allowed  10  cents  per  diem  for  each  lodger.  It  was 
said  that  lodgers  are  given  supper  and  breakfast. 

The  prisoners  in  the  jail  receive  three  meals  a  day.  They  expressed 
satisfaction  at  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  meals,  and  also  as  to  the 
treatment  accorded  them  by  the  sheriff  and  his  subordinate. 

The  jail  is  used  as  a  town  lockup. 

At  the  time  of  the  inspection  preparations  were  being  made  for  the 
regular  Sunday  services. 

Since  the  last  inspection  the  window-sashes  throughout  the  jail  have 
been  painted. 

RECOMMENDATIONS.. 

1 —  To  prevept  rust  and  uncleanliness  of  the  toilet  seats  a  layer  of 
cement  should  be  placed  over  the  ironwork  surrounding  the  top  of  the 
toilet  bowl;  it  should  be  high  at  the  ends  and  pitched  toward  the  center, 
so  as  to  permit  proper  drainage.  The  iron  sliding  doors  in  front  of  the 
niche  should  be  removed  permanently. 

2 —  A  better  water  supply  should  be  provided,  so  that  there  will  be 
suflflcient  pressure  for  the  upper  floors  of  the  jail. 

3 —  The  utility  corridors  should  be  kept  as  clean  as  the  other  parts  of 
the  jail. 

4 —  Crockery  or  aluminum  eating  utensils  should  be  selected  when  a 
new  outfit  is  purchased,  to  replace  the  present  agateware  equipment. 
Agateware  eating  plates  and  pans  are  desirable  until  the  enamelled  coat- 
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ing  begins  to  chip.  After  that  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  rough-surfaced 
metal,  exposed  by  the  absence  of  enamel,  free  from  rust  and  dirt. 

5 —  A  strict  censorship  should  be  exercised  over  the  pictures  that  the 
prisoners  place  in  their  cells. 

6 —  There  should  be  an  additional  Grand  Jury  meeting  during  the  year. 

7 —  The  system  of  paying  the  sheriff  $2.80  per  capita  per  week  for  the 
board  of  prisoners  and  40  cents  per  lodger  a  night  is  in  part  a  survival  of 
the  old  fee  system.  The  fee  system  has  practically  been  abolished  except 
in  three  counties.  The  fee  system  is  a  wrong  basis  on  which  to  defray  the 
cost  of  maintaining  prisoners,  and  opens  the  way  to  injustice  to  both  the 
prisoners  and  the  management.  The  plan  in  vogue  in  all  of  the  counties, 
with  the  exception  of  the  three  where  the  fee  system  is  still  continued,  is  to 
have  the  sheriff,  or  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board,  purchase  the 
necessary  supplies  and  submit  the  bills  to  the  county  for  payment.  There 
are  thirty  counties  boarding  their  prisoners  for  less  than  $2  a  week.  A 
charge  of  40  cents  per  night  for  lodging  is  extraordinary.

lating thereto,  hereto  annexed. 

Your  committee  would  further  report  that  at  the  date  of  this  report

Resolution  approving  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  for  the 
construction  or  improvement  of  a  County  Highway  in  the  Town  of  New 
Baltimore,  County  of  Greene  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
County  of  Greene  on  the  8th  day  of  December,  1915,  pursuant  to  Sectioa 
128  of  the  Highway  Law  (Chapter  330,  Laws  of  1908)  a  quorum  beimff 
present  and  fourteen  Supervisors  voting  in  favor  of  such  resolution  and  no 
supervisors  voting  against  the  same. 

1.  Whereas,  at  a  meeting  of  this  Board  held  on  the  17th  day  of  December, 
1912,  a  resolution  was  adopted  pursuant  to  Section  123  of  the  Highway- 
Law,  requesting  the  construction  or  improvement  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  Six  of  said  law  of  that  portion  of  a  highway  described 
as  follows:  "Beginning  at  the  Albany  County  Line  on  the  road  leading  from 
the  Village  of  Coeymans  to  the  Village  of  New  Baltimore,  and  running  from 
thence  to  New  Baltimore  Village,  thence  to  New  Baltimore  Station  to  State 
Route  No.  3  (Coxsackie-Ravena  State  Highway)." 

"Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Coxsackie-Ravena  State  Highway  near 
the  point  where  the  said  highway  is  intersected  by  the  New  Baltimore^ 
Coeymans  Highway,  and  running  thence  Southwesterly  through  Rocky 
Store  along  the  line  of  highway  known  as  "The  New  Road"  to  the  junction 
©f  the  Stanton  Hill  and  Medway  Roads,  a  length  of  three-fourths  of  a  mile 
more  or  less,  all  in  the  town  of  New  Baltimore." 

2.  Whereas,  the  State  Commission  of  Highways  has  examined  the  high- 
way above  described  and  has  determined  that  it  Is  of  sufliclent  public  Im- 
portance for  construction  or  improvement  in  accordance  with  the  provisIonB

Mr.  Baldwin  presented  the  following  Act  No.  1  and  called  for  the 
ayes  and  noes — ayes  13,  noes  0. 

ACT  NUMBER  ONE. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Town  of  Cairo,  Greene  County,  New  York,  to 
borrow  Three  Thousand  Dollars  for  and  on  the  credit  of  said  town,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of  constructing  three  certain  bridges  built  on  the 
line  of  the  Cairo-Windham  State  Highway  No.  5462,  and  for  the  share  of 
the  Town  of  Cairo  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a  bridge  built  jointly  by  the 
Towns  of  Coxsackie,  Athens  and  Cairo,  in  Greene  County,  over  the  Potic 
Creek  at  the  point  where  the  town  lines  of  said  towns  meet,  and  known  as 
the  "Three  Town  Bridge,"  on  the  highway  formerly  known  as  the  Schoharie 
Turnpike,  and  to  issue  and  negotiate  bonds  for  that  purpose  for  and  on  the 
credit  and  in  the  name  of  said  town  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  thereof. 

Passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Greene  on  the  16th 
4ay  of  December,  1915,  at  a  regular  session  of  said  Board,  pursuant  to  the 
Highway  Law,  General  Municipal  Law,  County  Law  and  the  statute  in  such 
case  made  and  provided,  thirteen  members  of  said  Board  being  present  and 
voting,  thirteen  voting  in  favor  of  its  passage,  including  the  Supervisor  of 
the  Town  of  Cairo,  and  no  Supervisor  voting  against  the  same. 

Whereas,  The  Town  Board  of  the  Town  of  Cairo,  Greene  County,  N.  Y., 
has  made  application  in  writing  to  this  Board,  pursuant  to  Section  97  of  the 
Highway  Law,  and  pursuant  to  a  majority  vote  of  the  electors  of  said  town 
voting  at  a  regular  Town  Meeting  held  November  2,  1915,  to  authorize  said 
town  to  borrow  $3,000.00  for  and  on  the  credit  of  said  Town  of  Cairo,  and 
to  issue  and  negotiate  its  bonds  therefor,  under  such  terms,  conditions  and 
restrictions  as  this  Board  might  legally  impose,  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  cost  of  constructing  three  certain  bridges  built  on  the  line  of  the  Cairo- 
Windham  State  Highway  No,  5462,  pursuant  to  the  order  and  direction  of 
the  Commission  of  Highways  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  for  the  share  of 
the  said  Town  of  Cairo  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a  bridge  built  jointly  by 
the  Towns  of  Coxsackie,  Athens  and  Cairo,  in  said  Greene  County,  over  the 
Potic  Creek  at  the  point  where  the  town  lines  of  said  towns  meet,  and 
known  as  the  "Three  Town  Bridge,"  on  the  highway  formerly  known  as  the 
Schoharie  Turnpike,  and  to  issue  and  negotiate  for  that  purpose  (so  far  as 
the  proceeds  thereof  may  be  suflScient)  six  bonds  for,  on  the  credit  and  in 
the  name  of  said  Town  of  Cairo,  of  the  denomination  of  Five  Hundred  Dol- 
lars ($500.00)  each,  to  be  dated  February  1,  1916,  and  payable  at  The  Tan- 
ners National  Bank  of  Catskill,  with  interest  thereon  from  the  date  thereof, 
at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum;  and 
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Whereas,  The  Supervisor  of  said  Town  has  presented  to  said  Board  in 
support  of  such  application,  a  certified  copy  of  a  preamble  and  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Town  Board  of  said  town,  authorizing  and  directing  such 
application;  also  a  statement  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said 
Town  Board  and  certified  by  the  Town  Clerk,  containing  a  copy  of  the  prop- 
osition submitted  to  the  electors  of  said  town,  for  the  issue  of  said  bonds, 
the  vote  for  and  against  the  same,  and  specifying  the  amount  which  it  is 
estimated  will  be  required  to  be  expended  pursuant  to  such  proposition; 
and  also  the  written  approval  of  the  Conservation  Commission  of  the  State 
of  New  York  upon  which,  pursuant  to  statute,  has  devolved  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  Forest,  Pish  and  Game  Commission,  of  the  borrowing  of  said 
moneys  and  the  issue  of  said  bonds,  and  of  the  authorization  of  said  Town 
so  to  do  by  this  Board,  said  Town  of  Cairo  containing  a  portion  of  the  Forest 
Reserve  of  the  State  of  New  York;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  indebtedness  of  the  said  Town  of  Cairo  for  which 
bonds  or  other  obligation  of  said  town  have  been  issued  under  any  previous 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County,  except  certain 
bonds  issued  in  1903  for  the  building  of  highway  bridges,  of  which  there  is 
$5,000.00  unpaid,  and  certain  bonds  issued  for  the  payment  of  the  share  of 
the  Town  of  Cairo  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  South-Cairo-Cairo 
County  Highway,  in  amount  $,3,500.00;  and  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
real  estate  of  the  Town  of  Cairo  as  it  appears  by  the  last  Assessment  Roll  of 
said  town  is  $640,232.00;  and 

Whereas,  The  amount  for  which  town  obligations  are  now  proposed  to 
be  issued,  with  the  amounts  of  obligations  issued  and  outstanding  against 
said  town,  does  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real 
estate  of  the  said  Town  of  Cairo,  as  it  appears  by  the  last  Assessment  Roll 
of  said  town,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Greene,  New  York, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.    That  the  said  Town  of  Cairo  be  and  it  hereby  is  authorized, 
pursuant  to  Section  97  of  the  Highway  Law,  to  borrow  Three  Thousand 
Dollars  ($3,000.00)  for  and  on  the  credit  of  said  town,  for  the  purpose  of 
'   paying  the  cost  of  constructing  three  certain  bridges  built  on  the  line  of  the 
Cairo-Windham  State  Highway  No.  5462,  pursuant  to  the  order  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Commission  of  Highways  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  for  the 
share  of  the  said  Town  of  Cairo  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a  bridge  built 
jointly  by  the  Towns  of  Coxsackie,  Athens  and  Cairo  in  said  Greene  County 
over  the  Potic  Creek  at  the  point  where  the  town  lines  of  said  towns  meet, 
and  known  as  the  "Three  Town  Bridge,"  on  the  highway  formerly  known 
as  the  Schoharie  Turnpike,  and  to  issue  and  negotiate  for  that  purpose  six 
bonds  for  and  on  the  credit  and  in  the  name  of  said  town,  of  the  denomina- 
tion of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  each,  to  be  dated  February  i,  1916, 
and  payable  at  The  Tanners  National  Bank  of  Catskill,  with  interest  thereon 
from  the  date  thereof,  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  follows: 
One  bond  payable  February  1,  1924; 
Two  bonds  payable  February  1,  1925; 
Two  bonds  payable  February  1,  1  926; 
One  bond  payable  February  1,  1927. 

Section  2.  The  interest  on  said  bonds  to  be  paid  February'  1,  1917,  and 
annually  thereafter  until  said  bonds  severally  mature;  said  interest  shall 
be  payable  at  The  Tanners  National  Bank  of  Catskill  on  the  presentation 
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and  surrender  of  the  respective  coupons  which  shall  be  attached  to  said 
bonds,  and  which  said  bonds  shall  severally  be  signed  by  the  Supervisor  of 
the  said  Town  of  Cairo,  Greene  County,  New  York. 

Section  3.  That  the  Supervisor  of  said  Town  be  and  he  hereby  is  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  issue  and  negotiate  and  sell  said  bonds  for  and  on 
the  credit  and  in  the  name  of  said  town,  which  said  bonds  shall  be  negoti- 
ated and  sold  by  him  at  the  best  price  obtainable,  b^it  for  not  less  than  par, 
and  that  the  proceeds  thereof  be  paid  out  and  disbursed  by  him  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law,  in  payment  of  the  cost  of  constructing  said  bridges, 
and  to  refund  and  pay  any  temporary  loan  used  to  pay  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  cost  of  constructing  said  bridges  and  interest  on  any  such  tem- 
porary loan,  so  far  as  such  proceeds  shall  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose;  and 
in  the  event  of  a  surplus  of  such  proceeds,  that  the  Supervisor  account  to 
the  Town  Board  of  said  town  therefor. 

Section  4.  That  before  issuing  and  selling  any  of  said  bonds,  the  said  Su- 
pervisor shall  execute  and  acknowledge  a  bond  to  said  Town  of  Cairo  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  Town  Clerk  of  said  town  in  behalf  of  the  town,  in 
pursuance  of  Section  14  of  the  County  Law,  in  the  penal  sum  of  $6,000.00, 
to  be  executed  by  at  least  two  sureties,  or  a  surety  company  authorized  by 
law  to  execute  such  bonds,  to  be  approved  as  to  form  and  sufficiency  of  tho 
sureties  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  said  town,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duty  in  issuing  the  said  bonds  of  said  town  and 
the  lawful  application  of  the  funds  arising  therefrom,  and  of  the  funds 
which  may  be  raised  by  tax  for  the  payment  thereof,  which  may  came  into 
liis  hands. 

Section  5.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County,  at  Its 
annual  sessions  hereafter,  assess  and  Ipvy  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said 
town  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  town  bonds, 
as  the  same  shall  respectively  become  due,  and  that  the  sum  so  assessed  and 
levied  be  raised  annually  by  tax  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  County  and 
State  taxes  are  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in  said  town;*  and  that  when 
so  raised  such  money  shall  be  paid  to  the  Supervisor  of  said  town,  who  shall 
apply  the  same  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds 
as  the  same  shall  respectively  become  due.

pairing any  sidewalks;  nor  for  any  rebates  of  highway  taxes;  nor  for  the 
purchase  or  repair  of  any  machinery,  tools  or  implements.

Mr.  Jones  presented  the  following  in  reference  to  the  Cairo  Lighting 
District,  which  on  motion  of  Mr.  Deane  was  received  and  the  Supervisor 
authorized  to  levy  the  tax; 
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To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County: 

Whereas,  The  Town  Board  of  the  Town  of  Cairo,  N.  Y.,  at  a  meeting 
of  said  Board  on  August  6,  1906,  established  a  Lighting  District  in  said 
Town  of  Cairo  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chap.  225,  Laws  of  1892» 
as  amended  by  Laws  of  1896,  Chap.  309;  that  on  the  19th  day  of  May, 
1913,  did  contract  with  the  Upper  Hudson  Electric  and  Railroad  Company 
to  furnish  light  for  said  Lighting  District  for  a  term  of  five  years  dating 
from  the  first  day  of  November,  1913,  at  an  annual  compensation  of  Six 
Hundred  Twenty-Four  Dollars  ($624);  and 

Whereas,  The  Town  Board  of  the  Town  of  Cairo,  N.  Y.,  at  a  meeting  of 
said  Board  on  the  28th  day  of  September,  1914,  did  contract  with  and 
authorize  the  said  Upper  Hudson  Electric  and  Railroad  Company  to  furnish, 
according  to  the  terms  and  agreement  in  aforesaid  contract,  one  additional 
lamp; 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  Forty-Three  and  Fifty  One-Hun- 
dredths  Dollars  ($643.50)  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  resident  taxpayers 
of  that  portion  of  the  Town  of  Cairo  included  in  said  Lighting  District;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  amount  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  be  in- 
cluded in  the  tax  roll  of  the  said  Town  of  Cairo  for  the  year  1915,  and  be 
extended  opposite  the  names  of  the  persons  or  property  liable  to  be  taxed 
within  said  Lighting  District,  and  that  the  amount  be  included  in  the  war- 
rant for  the  year  1915,  and  be  collected  by  the  same  officers,  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  other  town  taxes  are  collected,  and  when 
so  collected  it  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Supervisor  of  the  said  Town  of  Cairo 
for  payment  for  lighting  as  provided  by  the  contract  between  the  said  Town 
Board  of  the  Town  of  Cairo  and  the  said  Upper  Hudson  Electric  and  Rail- 
road Company.

Inspected  May  27,  1915. 

There  were  6  prisoners  at  the  time  of  inspection,  all  males;  five  con- 
Ticted  of  crime  and  one  held  for  the  Grand  Jury. 

The  average  number  of  inmates,  not  including  lodgers,  during  the  past 
year  was  about  18;  the  highest  20.  At  one  time  there  were  no  prisoners. 
The  highest  number  of  lodgers  at  any  one  time  was  20. 

The  Jail  was  found  in  its  usual  excellent  condition,  clean,  well  cared 
for,  and  in  good  repair. 

The  bedding,  consisting  of  mattresses,  pillows,  sheets,  pillow-cases  and 
blankets,  showed  the  same  care  as  the  rest  of  the  institution.  The  closets, 
baths  and  wash-bowls  were  all  clean. 

The  Jail  is  lighted  by  both  gas  and  electricity,  and  heated  by  steam. 
P|*isoners  are  compelled  to  bathe  once  a  week.  None  of  them  is  employed 
except  an  occasional  trusty.  At  the  time  of  inspection,  there  was  but  one. 
Clothing  is  furnished  the  prisoners  by  the  county  when  necessary. 

Inmates  are  given  three  meals  a  day.     Breakfast  consists  of  cat  meal 
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and  milk,  bread  and  c6ffee;  dinner,  soup,  meat,  pttatoes,  bread  and  tea; 
supper,  potatoes,  bread  and  tea,  and  at  intervals  pork  and  beans  in  addition. 

There  are  three  stationary  tubs  in  the  basement.  The  Sheriff  seemed 
to  think  that  the  laundry  facilities  were  suflacient. 

The  Sheriff's  wife  acts  as  matron. 

Since  the  last  inspection  the  windows  throughout  the  Jail  have  beem 
painted,  also  the  interior  of  the  second  floor. 

The  Grand  Jury  meets  three  titnes  a  year.  Purchases  are  made  from 
the  penal  institutions. 

The  Jailer's  record  is  well  kept  and  was  up  to  date. 
The  Jail  as  maintained  is  a  credit  to  the  county  and  its  officials.

Whereas,  At  a  regular  session  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene 
County  held  on  the  17th  day  of  December,  1912,  a  resolution  v^as  adopted 
pursuant  to  Section  123  of  the  Highway  Law  requesting  the  construction  or 
improvement  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  Six  of  said  law  of 
that  portion  of  a  highway  described  as  follows:  "Beginning  at  the  Albany 
County  line  on  the  road  leading  from  the  Village  of  Coeymans  to  the  Village 
of  New  Baltimore,  and  running  from  thence  to  New  Baltimore  Village  and 
thence  to  New  Baltimore  Station  to  State  Route  No.  3  (Coxsackie-Ravena 
State  Highway);" 

Whereas,  At  a  regular  session  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene 
County  held  on  December  31,  1912,  a  resolution  was  adopted  pursuant  to 
Section  123  of  the  Hi'ghway  Law  requesting  the  construction  or  improve- 
ment, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  Six  of  said  law,  of  that 
portion  of  a  highway  described  as  follows:  "Beginning  at  a  point  on  the 
Coxsackie-Ravena  State  Highway  near  the  point  where  the  said  highway  is 
intersected  by  the  New  Baltimore-Coeymans  Highway,  and  running  thence 
southwesterly  through  Rocky  Store  along  the  line  of  highway  known  as  "The 
New  Road"  to  the  junction  of  the  Stanton  Hill  and  Medway  roads,  a  length 
of  three-fourths  of  a  mile  more  or  less,  all  in  the  town  of  New  Baltimore;" 

Whereas,  At  a  regular  session  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene 
County,  held  on  December  31,  1912,  a  resolution  was  adopted  that  the  high- 
way last  above  described  be  added  to  the  approved  County  System,  and  that 
the  same  be  constructed  and  built  in  the  same  order  of  construction  and  as  a 
part  of  the  New  Baltimore-Coeymans  County  Highway,  the  highway  first 
above  described; 

Whereas,  The  said  Commission  of  Highways  has  examined  the  highways 
above  described  and  has  determined  that  they  are  of  sufficient  public  import- 
ance for  construction  or  improvement  in  accordance  with  Article  Six  of  the 
Highway  Law,  and  has  certified  its  approval  of  the  said  resolutions  above 
recited ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Commission  has  caused  a  section  of  said  highway,  which 
section  is  described  as  follows:  "From  the  intersection  of  the  Stanton  Hill 
and  Medway  Roads,  easterly  to  State  Highway  No.  5198;  also  from  State 
Highway  No.  5370,  northeasterly  through  the  Hamlet  of  New  Baltimore 
Station,  northeasterly,  northerly  through  the  Hamlet  of  New  Baltimore  to 
the  south  end  of  County  Highway  No.  508,  at  the  Albany  County  line,  a 
length  of  3.98  miles  in  the  town  of  New  Baltimore,  Greene  County,  and 
known  as  the  New  Baltimore  Station-Coeymans  County  Highway,"  to  be 
surveyed  and  mapped,  and  has  caused  maps,  plans,  specifications  and  esti- 
mates of  cost  to  be  made  for  such  construction  or  improvement,  and  after 
examination  thereof  by  the  District  or  County  Superintendent  has  trans- 
mitted the  same  to  this  Board,  showing  the  total  estimated  cost  of  the  work 
to  be  $49,600.00,  of  which  the  State  and  County  pay  the  following  propor- 
tions: The  State  pays  74%,  $36,704.00,  the  County  of  Greene  pays  26%, 
$12,896.00; 

Whereas,  The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County,  New  York, 
at  a  meeting  held  on  December  8,  1915,  adopted  a  resolution  requesting  that 
the  said  New  Baltimore  Station-Coeymans  County  Highway,  last  above  de- 
scribed, b©  constructed  or  improved  as  a  County  Highway  in  accordance  with 
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tfie  maps,  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  prepared  therefor  by  the 
State  Commission  of  Highways  under  the  provisions  of  Article  Six  of  the 
Highway  Law;  and  further  requesting  that  said  work  be  performed  under 
the  charge,  care  and  superintendence  of  the  State  Commission  of  Highways; 
and  the  said  maps,  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  prepared  for 
said  work,  under  direction  of  said  Commission  as  provided  in  Section  125  of 
the  Highway  Law,  having  been  by  said  resolution  duly  approved  and  adopted 
by  said  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County,  New  York,  ap- 
propriated and  made  immediately  available  the  sum  of  Twelve  Thousand 
Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-Six  Dollars  ($12,896.00),  being  an  amount  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  share  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  or  improvement  of 
said  New  Baltimore  Station-Coeymans  County  Highway,  which  is  to  be  borne 
by  the  said  County  of  Greene,  as  determined  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  141  of  the  Highway  Law;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  funded  debt  now  standing  against  Greene  County 
and  no  indebtedness  of  the  County  for  which  bonds  or  obligations  of  said 
County  have  been  issued  under  any  previous  authority  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors of  Greene  County,  excepting  as  follows: 

Greene  County  New  Court  House  and  Jail  Bonds  in  amount  One  Hun- 
dred Twenty-Eight  Thousand  Dollars  ($128,000),  issued  August  1,  1908; 
in  amount  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($30,000),  issued  February  1,  1910; 
in  amount  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000),  issued  February  1,  1911;  in 
amount  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000),  issued  February  1,  1911,  totaling 
One  Hundred  Seventy-Eight  Thousand  Dollars  ($178,000);  and  also  Greene 
County  Highway  Construction  bonds  as  follows:  Greene  County  Cairo-South 
Oairo  County  Highway  bonds,  in  amount  Thirteen  Thousand  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($13,500.00),  issued  February  1,  1911;  Greene  County  Lexington- 
Prattsville  County  Highway  bonds,  in  amount  Twenty-One  Thousand  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($21,500.00),  issued  February  1,  1911;  Greene  County 
Saugerties-Catskill  and  Hunter-Windham  rights  of  way  highway  bonds  in 
amount  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000),  issued  February  1,  1911;  Greene 
County  Hunter-Windham  County  Highway  bonds  in  amount  Twenty-Five 
Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($25,500),  issued  February  1,  1912;  Greene 
County  Hunter-.Tewett  Center  County  Highway  bonds  in  amount  Twenty- 
Seven  Thousand  Dollars  ($27,000),  issued  February  1,  1912;  Greene  County 
Hunter-Tannersville  County  Highway  bonds  in  amount  Seventeen  Thousand 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($17,500),  issued  September  1,  1915,  and  Greene 
County  bonds  issued  February  1,  1901,  for  the  purchase  of  the  Susquehanna 
Turnpike  Road,  on  which  there  are  now  outstanding  Six  Thousand  Dollars 
($6,000)  payable  by  the  town  of  Catskill  only;  and  the  assessed  valuatian 
of  the  real  estate  of  Greene  County  as  it  appears  by  the  last  assessment  roll 
of  Greene  County  is  $12,750,921.00;  and 

Whereas,  The  amount  of  the  appropriations  aforesaid  for  which  county 
obligations  are  proposed  to  be  issued,  with  the  amounts  of  obligations  issued 
and  oiitstanding  under  any  previous  or  other  authority  of  said  Board  of 
Supervisors,  does  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
real  estate  of  said  Greene  County,  as  it  appears  by  the  last  assessment  roll 
of  said  Greene  County;  and 

W^hereas,  There  are  not  sufficient  funds  in  the  County  Treasury  to  pay 
the  share  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  or  Improvement  of  said  New  Balti- 
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more  Station-Goeymans  County  Highway  which  is  to  be  borne  by  said  County 
and  appropriated  and  made  immediately  available  by  the  resolution  provid*- 
ing  for  such  construction  or  improvement  adopted  December  8,  1915;  said 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County  does  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  Greene  County,  New  York,  borrow  on  the  credit  of  said 
County  the  sum  of  Twelve  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($12,500),  and 
that  coupon  bonds  of  Greene  County,  New  York,  be  issued  therefor  and  sold 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  be  used  to  pay 
the  share  and  proportion  of  the  cost  of  construction  or  improvement  of  the 
New  Baltimore  Station-Coeymans  County  Highway  to  be  borne  by  said 
Greene  County.

Sec.  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  dated  March  1,  1916,  and  shall  be  in  def 
nomination  and  payable  as  follows,  to-wit:  five  bonds  of  One  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($1,000)  each  payable  March  1,  1941,  one  bond  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($500.00)  payable  March  1,  1941,  seven  bonds  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000)  each  payable  March  1,  1942. 

Sec.  3.  Each  of  said  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  Greene  County,  New  York,  and  each  shall  bear  interest  from  its  date 
at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first 
day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year  up  to  and  including 
the  date  when  the  principal  sum  of  said  bonds  shall  become  due  and  payable. 
Said  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  County  Treasurer  of  Greene 
County,  New  York,  on  the  presentation  and  surrender  of  the  respective  cou- 
pons which  shall  be  attached  to  said  bonds.  Each  coupon  attached  to  said 
bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  County  Treasurer  of  Greene  County,  New  York.

credit  and  in  the  name  of  said  County,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment 
thereof;  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County  on  Decem- 
ber 30,  1915,  ten  Supervisors  voting  in  favor  of  said  resolution  and  no 
Supervisor  voting  against  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roraback,  Resolved,  That  the  Act  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Greene,  authorizing  the  borrowing  of  Twelve 
Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($12,500.10)  for  and  on  the  credit  of  the 
County  of  Greene,  New  York,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  share  and  pro- 
I)ortion  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  or  improvement  of  the  New  Balti- 
more Station-Coeymans  County  Highw^ay  to  be  borne  by  said  County  of 
Greene,  and  the  issuing  of  bonds  for  that  purpose  for  and  on  the  credit  and 
in  the  name  of  said  County  of  Greene,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment 
thereof,  passed  by  said  Board  December  30,  1915,  be  published  in  "The 
Catskill  Daily  Mail"  and  "The  Cairo  Herald,"  two  newspapers  published  la 
the  County  of  Greene,  New  York,  which  two  newspapers  represent  respect- 
ively the  two  principal  political  parties  into  which  the  people  of  the  County 
of  Greene  are  divided,  said  Act  to  be  published  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five 
cents  per  folio. 

Mr.  Baldwin,  Chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  acquire  lands 
tor  the  Coxsackie-Ravena  Part  I  State  Highway,  presented  the  report  of  the 
committee,  which  on  motion  was  received: 

To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County: 

Your  committee,  consisting  of  the  undersigned.  Dale  S.  Baldwin,  chair- 
man, Dayton  B.  Smith  and  Frank  Nichols,  appointed  to  acquire  for  the 
County  of  Greene  all  necessary  rights  of  way  needed  in  the  construction  of 
the  Coxsackie-Ravena  Part  I  State  Highway  (Route  No.  3,  Section  Nos.  11 
and  12),  and  to  purchase  such  lands  for  the  said  County  at  such  prices  as 
by  them  might  be  deemed  just  and  reasonable,  and  in  such  cases  as  no 
agreement  with  the  owners  could  be  reached  to  take  such  proceedings  under 
the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided  to  acquire  the  said  land,  do 
respectfully  report,  in  addition  to  the  previous  reports  made  to  your  Board 
on  December  20,  1912,  December  19,  1913,  and  December  5,  1914,  as  follows: 

In  the  report  of  your  committee  dated  December  5,  1914,  it  was  stated 
that  your  committee  had  obtained  an  agreement  to  sell  from  Howard  Forman 
for  5/rOO  of  an  acre,  and  had  a  deed  prepared  which  Mr.  Forman  refused  to 
execute,  as  he  contended  that  the  County  had  taken  additional  land  beside 
that  covered  by  the  contract.  The  contract  price  was  $40.00.  Up  to  the 
present  time  your  committee  have  been  unable  to  agree  with  Mr.  Forman 
and  no  deed  has  been  executed  and  delivered  by  him. 

Your  committee  would  further  report  that  they  have  not  come  to  any 
agreement  with  Marvin  J.  Cook,  the  owner  of  land  shown  on  Map  No.  L-AB, 
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for  the  reason  that  Mr.  Cook  resides  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  your  commit- 
tee has  not  been  informed  of  any  visit  that  he  has  made  to  Coxsackie  since 
the  last  report.  Your  committee  has  been  in  correspondence,  however,  with 
Mr.  Cook  through  the  committee's  attorneys,  and  the  only  difficulty  in  com- 
ing to  an  agreement  is  a  question  as  to  amount  of  land  taken,  and  your  com- 
mittee anticipate  no  difficulty  in  agreeing  upon  the  amount  of  money  to  be 
paid  for  the  land  when  an  agreement  can  be  reached  as  to  the  quantity  of 
land  taken,  and  would  not  advise,  at  this  time,  condemnation  proceedings. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Mr.  Seifferth,  Chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  acquire  lands 
for  the  Hunter-Tannersville  County  Highway,  presented  the  report  of  the 
committee,  which  was  received: 

To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County: 

Your  committee,  consisting  of  Thomas  Seifferth,  Jr.,  chairman,  Elmer 
Krieger  and  Abram  B.  Roraback,  appointed  to  acquire  for  the  County  of 
Greene  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Highway  Commission  all  necessary 
rights  of  way  needed  in  the  construction  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Hunter-Tannersville  County  Highway  No.  1242,  Pet.  Nos.  2403  and  3258, 
Greene  County,  does  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

Your  committee  was  directed  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  to  ac- 
quire for  the  construction  of  said  highway  certain  parcels  of  land  as  shown 
on  the  maps  of  said  highway.  Your  committee  reports  that,  pursuant  to 
said  direction,  it  obtained  releases  in  the  nature  of  a  leave  to  enter  upon 
said  lands  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  highway,  which  instrument* 
release  the  said  State  Highway  Commission  and  its  employees  from  any  lia- 
bility or  damages  caused  by  trespassing,  etc.,  leaving  the  value  of  said  landg 
to  be  hereinafter  fixed  and  agreed  upon,  and  if  such  agreement  cannot  be 
made,  providing  for  the  acquisition  of  said  lands  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
pursuant  to  the  Condemnation  Law.

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Tannersville,  New  York,  as  its  attorney,  and  the  required  work  in  connection 
with  the  matters  above  referred  to  was  done  by  him.

Mr.  Deane  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  Section  171-b  of  Chapter  317,  Laws  of  1915,  provides  that  the 
State  Tax  Commissioners  may  require  the  local  assessors  of  every  tax  district 
in  the  State  to  meet  with  the  Commission  at  least  once  in  two  years,  and 
that  the  traveling  and  other  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the  local 
assessors  in  attending  such  meeting  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  district  which 
they  represent;  and 

Whereas,  Section  173,  same  chapter,  provides  that  one  or  more  members 
of  the  State  Tax  Commission  shall  officially  visit  every  County  in  the  State 
at  least  once  in  two  years  and  inquire  into  the  methods  of  assessment,  etc., 
and  the  expense  of  Supervisors  and  Assessors  attending  such  meeting  shall 
be  a  charge  upon  the  county;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  of  Supervisors  is  opposed  to  the  unnecessary 
expense  involved  in  sending  the  assessors  of  each  town  in  this  County  to 
Albany  to  attend  such  meeting;  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  it  is 
much  cheaper  for  one  man  to  come  from  Albany  to  Greene  County  than  it  is 
for  forty-two  men  to  go  from  Greene  County  to  Albany,  when  the  same 
effect  can  be  accomplished  by  the  Tax  Commission  visiting  the  County  as 
has  been  done  for  many  years  prior  hereto;  and  be  it  further 

Rewlved,  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Board  send  a  certified  copy  of  this 
resolution  to  the  State  Tax  Commission.

Mr.  Seifferth,  Chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  acquire  lands 
for  the  construction  of  the  Kaaterskill  Clove  State  Highway,  presented  the 
report  of  the  committee  as  follows: 
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To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County: 

Your  committee,  consisting  of  Thomas  Seifferth,  Jr.,  chairman,  Frank 
Nichols  and  John  Huyck,  appointed  to  acquire  for  the  County  of  Greene  all 
necessary  rights-o*f-way  needed  in  the  construction  and  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Kaaterskill  Clove  State  Highway,  Route  5-C,  Greene  County,  etc.,  does 
respectfully  further  report  as  follows: 

The  committee  entered  into  an  agreement  with  Florence  D.  Hinman  of 
Palenville,  in  said  Greene  County,  pursuant  to  which  the  said  Florence  D. 
Hinman  executed  and  acknowledged  a  deed  for  three  one-hundredths  of  an 
acre  of  land,  more  or  less,  shown  on  Map  No.  19  A-B.  The  agreed  upon 
consideration  was  $40.  Said  deed  is  not  yet  recorded  but  is  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  committee  to  be  recorded  on  payment  of  the  said  consideration. 

The  committee  was  unable  to  agree  with  Peter  H.  Scribner  or  Agnes  E. 
Scribner  as  to  the  value  of  lands  owned  by  them  and  for  which  they  executed 
releases  as  reported  December  7,  1914,  The  committee  instructed  its  attor- 
ney to  institute  condemnation  proceedings  against  these  two  parcels  of  land. 

The  committee  entered  into  an  agreement  with  Augusta  Deutch  (n§e 
Augusta  Lichtenstein)  pursuant  to  which  the  said  Augusta  Deutch  executed 
and  acknov/ledged  a  deed  for  four  one-hundredths  of  an  acre,  more  or  less, 
shown  on  Map  No.  17.  Said  deed  has  not  yet  been  recorded  but  is  in  the 
possession  of  her  attorney  to  be  delivered  on  payment  of  the  agreed  upon 
consideration,  namely  $300, 

Your  committee  is  advised  by  George  Penfield,  Engineer  of  the  Highway 
Department,  that  the  lands  shown  on  Map  No.  15  will  not  be  required  for  the. 
construction  of  this  highway.  A  release  was  obtained  from  the  owners  as 
reported  December  7,  1914. 

The  committee  entered  into  an  agreement  with  Christian  Intemann  and 
his  wife  for  the  acquisition  of  eleven  one-hundredths  of  an  acre  of  land  as 
shown  on  Map  No,  14,  and  also  for  two  other  parcels  of  land  shown  on  a  sup- 
plemental Map  No.  14,  whereby  the  said  Intemann  and  wife  agreed  to  convey 
to  the  County  of  Greene  the  first  mentioned  parcel  for  the  sum  of  $200,00, 
and  parcel  "B"  on  said  supplemental  map  for  the  sura  of  $200.00,  and  parcel 
"C"  on  said  supplemental  map  for  the  sum  of  $150,00.  The  said  parties 
executed  and  acknowledged  a  deed  of  said  parcels  of  land  which  is  not  yet 
recorded  but  ie  in  the  hands  of  their  attorney,  to  be  delivered  together  with 
releases  from  certain  mortgages  to  be  obtained  by  him,  on  payment  of  the 
consideration  aforesaid. 

The  committee  acquired  title  to  thirty-five  one-hundredths  acres  of 
land  shown  on  Map  No.  13  for  the  sum  of  $800,  the  agreement  therefor 
being  approved  by  the  County  Judge  and  County  Treasurer  of  the  County  of 
Greene,  and  the  moneys  paid  by  the  County  Treasurer  to  Eugenie  Chichester, 
the  owner  thereof. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  work  of  constructing  the  highway  had  not 
progressed  to  a  suflicient  extent  to  enable  the  committee  to  fairly  appraise 
the  damages,  no  further  agreements  were  made. 

The  committee  further  reports  that  it  was  advised  that  certain  of  the 
lands  indicated  on  the  map  of  said  highway  as  lands  of  "George  Harding 
Estate"  belonged  to  one  Herbert  C.  Wilcox  of  New  York  city.  Upon  being 
requested  so  to  do,  Mr.  Wiicox  declined  to  execute  any  release  and  stated 
that  he  would  make  some  other  arrangement  for  the  entry  upon  these  lands 
This  information  was  not  received  by  the  committee  until  September,  1916. 
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The  committee  did  not  hear  further  from  Mr.  Wilcox.  When  the  contractor 
entered  upon  the  lands  referred  to,  Mr.  John  McKeefrey  notified  the  con- 
tractor that  he  was  the  owner  of  the  said  lands  and  that  the  contractor 
must  not  enter  thereupon.  Thereafter  the  copimlttee  acquired  a  release  of 
said  lands  from  said  McKeefrey. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  acceptance  of  the  deeds  herein  men« 
tioned  and  the  payment  of  the  said  sums  for  each  respectively. 

Your  committee  further  reports  that  Edward  W.  Lackey,  as  its  attor- 
ney, performed  the  required  work  in  connection  with  the  matters  above 
referred  to.

The  above  tabulation  does  not  include  work  done  during  two  general  In- 
spections of  the  county  made,  one  in  August  and  one  in  October,  in  company 
with  Deputy  J.  J.  O'Hara  of  the  State  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures 
and  ef  which  the  records  were  taken  by  him.    As  is  usual,  also,  the  regular 
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routine  work  of  my  oflfice  bas  comprised  the  miscellaneous  testing  of  raany 
packages,  butter  prints,  milk  cans  and  bottles,  and  privately  owned  ap- 
paratus, etc,  the  records  of  which  are  too  diverse  and  complex  for  tabula- 
tion in  this  report. 

In  my  work  during  the  year  I  traveled  by  automobile  2,678  miles, 
and  endeavored  to  give  prompt  reply  to  all  calls  for  special  tests  of  ap- 
paratus, and  to  all  complaints  of  short  weight  or  measure.  Many  request* 
for  copies  of  the  various  weight  and  measure  laws  have  also  been  complied 
with  during  the  time  covered  by  this  report. 

The  State  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures,  owing  to  many  com- 
plaints by  automobile  clubs  and  individuals,  instituted  during  the  summer  of 
1915  a  special  crusade  among  the  owners  of  measuring  pumps  for  the  sale 
of  gasoline;  and  the  testing  and  adjusting  of  devices  of  this  sort,  including 
many  new  pumps,  has  formed — as  it  did  also  in  1914 — a  constantly  growing 
portion  of  my  work.  The  price  of  gasoline  is  at  the  time  of  this  report  very 
close  to  that  paid  by  householders  for  a  dally  milk  supply,  and  the  question 
of  its  accurate  dispensement  at  these  mounting  figures  is  an  important  one 
for  both  dealer  and  consumer.  A  measuring  pump,  when  properly  installed, 
adjusted  and  cared  for,  can  be  very  accurately  used  as  a  measuring  device; 
but  in  many  cases  one  or  more  of  these  requirements  have  been  found  lack- 
ing in  the  pumps  I  have  inspected,  many  have  needed  adjustment  or  coa- 
demnation,  and  in  one  case  a  conviction  was  obtained  for  selling  from  a 
pump  previously  condemned  as  inaccurate. 

The  Federal  Government,  through  the  Bureau  of  Standards  at  Wash- 
ington, is  taking  yearly  more  and  more  interest  in  weight  and  measure 
legislation  and  supervision,  and  a  strong  effort  is  being  made  by  the  bureau 
toward  the  passage  of  laws  that  will  prevent,  through  rigid  manufacturer's 
specifications,  the  launching  of  inaccurate  or  easily  defective  apparatus. 
This  is  obviously  important,  and  in  my  inspection  work  apparatus  newly 
Installed  by  the  dealer  is  often  found  inaccurate  and  unusable.  Our  own 
state  Legislature  has  so  far  failed  to  pass  a  statute  of  this  sort,  althougk 
several  bills  to  accomplish  this  action  have  been  brought  before  that  body.  , 
It  is  possible,  however,  for  the  Sealer  to  work  toward  better  weighing 
and  measuring  devices  by  the  gradual  elimination  by  him  from  the  apparatus 
under  his  jurisdiction  of  all  such  devices  that  fall  below  a  reasonable 
physical  accuracy,  and  their  constant  replacement  by  apparatus  of  cor- 
rect specifications  and  tolerances.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the 
weighing  and  measuring  apparatus  of  the  county  is  capable  of  a  high  rating, 
and  Is  continually  improving  in  character  and  fitness.  By  an  intelligent 
co-operation  of  the  consumer  and  the  honest,  progressive  dealer  with  the 
local  weight  and  measure  official,  it  is  possible  to  considerably  lift  the 
methods  and  accuracy  of  commodity  dealings,  and  this  condition,  I  think,  is 
gradually  being  obtained  in  this  state;  although  the  general  supervision  of 
such  work,  in  its  broadest  and  most  necessary  forms,  is  still  handicapped  by 
the  lack  of  funds  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  State  Department  of  Weights 
and  Measures  by  the  Legislature.  Definite  Federal  legislation  in  weights 
and  measures,  however,  which  is  clearly  soon  coming,  will  doubtless  stim- 
ulate needed  local  action  by  the  many  states  now  maintaining  weight 
and  measure  departments,  and  it  is  certain  that  our  own  state  will  eventu- 
ally be  second  to  none  in  such  progressive  work.

County  Superintendent  of  Highways, 

To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Greene  County: 

The  past  year  has  been  a  most  disastrous  one  to  many  of  the  towns 
in  the  county,  and  especially  to  the  mountain  sections.  Bridges  have  been 
swept  away,  others  have  been  badly  damaged,  and  one  road  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  in  the  town  of  Jewett  was  almost  entirely  destroyed  by 
the  flood  and  had  to  be  abandoned.  The  cost  to  the  towns  of  repairing  and 
keeping  their  roads  in  fairly  good  condition  has  been  a  big  handicap  to 
permanent  road  improvement.  However,  something  has  been  done,  and 
about  seventeen  miles  of  good  stone  roads  have  been  built  during  the  past 
year,  the  town  of  Hunter  taking  the  lead  with  six  miles  to  its  credit. 
Catskill  comes  next,  and  the  towns  of  Coxsackie,  Greenville,  Jewett,  New 
Baltimore  and  Lexington  have  done  some  good  permanent  highway  improve- 
ment. A  rock  cut  300  feet  long  and  costing  $826  was  done  by  the  town  of 
Catskill,  widening  and  otherwise  improving  a  very  dangerous  curve  on  one  of 
He  principal  traveled  roads. 

Oiling  Roads — I  am  fully  convinced  that  no  stone  or  water-bound 
foad  will  stand  the  wear  of  the  automobile  travel  unless  oiled  once,  or. 
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Ijetter  still,  twice  a  year.  The  town  of  Hunter  the  past  year  expended  up- 
wards of  $1,700  in  oiling  stone  roads,  and  the  taxpayers  are  loud  in  their 
praise  and  consider  it  the  best  investment  they  can  make  toward  maintain- 
ing their  macadam  roads.  It  abates  the  dust  nuisance  and  binds  and  keeps 
the  surface  of  the  roads  in  good  condition  at  all  times. 

Another  hindrance  in  obtaining  good  results  is  the  term  of  the  office 
of  the  town  superintendent.  It  should  be  no  less  than  four  years,  and  it 
should  be  an  appointive  instead  of  an  elective  one,  and  if  filled  by  an  incom- 
petent he  should  be  removed  by  the  Commission.  I  consider  the  election  of 
town  superintendent  every  two  years  the  weak  link  in  our  present  highway 
system. 

Nearly  all  the  towns  have  constructed  new  bridges  during  the  past 
year,  the  town  of  Hunter  taking  the  lead.  The  bridges  were  of  iron  or 
concrete  with  reinforced  concrete  floors.  Altogether  there  were  seventeen 
constructed,  besides  extensive  repairs  made  to  many  more.  182  iron  and 
concrete  culverts  were  placed,  and  a  number  of  bridges  were  repainted. 

More  bridge  painting  should  be  done  the  coming  year,  and  more  con- 
crete culverts  should  be  constructed.  I  have  endeavored  to  have  concrete 
Instead  of  iron,  as  you  get  more  room  for  the  flow  of  water  and  it  leaves 
the  money  in  your  own  town.  Where  it  is  at  all  practicable  concrete  should 
be  used  instead  of  iron.  Respectfully  submitted,

Gentlemen — Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  192  of  the  Election 
Law,  being  Section  192  of  Article  7,  Chapter  17,  of  the  Consolidated  Laws, 
the  Commissioners  of  Election^  of  Greene  County,  for  the  year  commencing 
December  1,  1914,  and  ending  November  30,  1915,  beg  to  respectfully  report 
as  follows: 

The  Enrollment  for  the  year  1915  was  begun  by  us  November  lOth^ 
following  the  election,  and  the  same  was  completed  and  the  necessary 
copies  made  thereof,  for  the  respective  political  parties,  by  February  15, 
1915. 

There  were  enrolled  for  said  year,  six  thousand  seven  hundred  forty- 
six  (6,746)  electors,  the  number  enrolled  under  each  respective  party  being 
as  follows:  Republicans,  3,031;  Democratic,  2,717;  Independence  League, 
21;  American  Party,  14;  Prohibition,  179;  Progressive,  135;  Socialists,  76; 
there  being  561  Blanks  and  26  Void.  Certified  copies  of  the  enrollment 
were  also  transmitted  to  the  Chairmen  of  the  several  County  Committees. 

That  during  the  month  of  March  we  sent  out  by  mail,  pursuant  to  law, 
one  thousand  enrollment  ballots  for  persons  wishing  to  enroll  as  members 
of  the  American  Party. 

That  during  the  said  year  there  has  been  held  in  the  County  of 
Greene  an  Official  Primary  Election,  as  provided  by  law.  Said  Official  Pri- 
mary Election  was  held  on  the  28th  day  of  September,  1915,  and  at  said 
election  there  were  elected  by  the  Republican,  Democratic,  Prohibition,  Pro- 
gressive, and  Socialist  Parties  members  of  the  County  Committee. 

We  canvassed  the  vote  cast  at  the  primary,  of  the  respective  parties, 
for  the  members  elected  to  the  County  Committee. 

The  names  of  the  persons  elected  at  said  primary,  as  members  of  the 
County  Committee,  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Elections. 

The  Fall  Primary,  held  on  the  28th  day  of  September,  1915,  was  also 
lor  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  for  the  several  public  offices  to 
he  filled  at  the  General  Election  which  was  held  on  November  2,  1915. 
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We  canvassed  the  vote  cast  at  said  Primary,  of  the  respective  partiea, 
for  the  persons  nominated  to  public  office,  and  made  our  returns  thereof  t» 
the  Secretary  of  State  of  all  persons  nominated  outside  of  our  County  Officers. 

The  registration  was  held  throughout  the  county  on  the  8th,  9th,  15tk 
and  16th  days  of  October,  where  the  registration  was  personal,  and  on  the 
9th  and  16th  where  personal  registration  was  not  required.  The  total  reg- 
istration for  the  year  1915  was  nine  thousand  three  hundred  ninety-four 
(9,394). 

Notices  of  the  Official  Primary  Election  were  published  in  two  news- 
papers, as  provided  by  law,  and  notices  of  the  General  Election  were  pub- 
lished in  the  two  officially  designated  newspapers,  prior  to  the  Election,  aa 
provided  by  law.  The  list  of  nominations  was  published  as  provided  by  law. 

The  various  Town  Clerks  throughout  the  County  have  been  both  dili- 
gent and  painstaking,  in  their  efforts  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Election  Law  regarding  their  duties  relating  to  election  matters. 

The  Boards  of  Inspectors  in  the  various  Election  Districts  have,  as  a 
whole,  done  very  well  in  carrying  out  their  duties,  as  Inspectors  under  tk© 
new  ballot  system.
